Civic Agencies 


Project to Be Economy 
Measure; Will Ask 
For PWA Funds 


Spurred by the success of the Albany 
High School building program, the 
City Council this week took unde1 
consideration a plan to centralize Al- 
bany’s civic and law enforcement 
agencies under one roof. 

The move was planned in view of 
Albany’s past and expected future 
growth which has rendered the pres- 
ent accommodations for fire and po- 
lice system inadequate. 

Still in the preliminary stages ot 
planning, the project may be submit- 
ted to the people of Albany for ap- 
proval on the August primary election 
ballot, or general election in Novem- 
ber. 


Under the proposed plan, a build- 
ing to reach a total cost of approxi- 
mately $45,000 will be constructed. 
Of this amount, 45 per cent will be 
furnished by a PWA grant on a plan 
similar to the one now in use by the 
Albany School system for construction 
of the High School. The remaining 
55 per cent will be furnished by the 
city through a bond issue. 

The building, being considered by 
the Council would call for housing o: 
all departments of the city under oné 
roof, which would include all city ot- 
fices, chambers of the council, justice 
court, office of the city attorney, po- 
lice headquarters, jail, fire depart- 
ment and the Albany Recreational De- 
partment. Also included in the plan 
would be arrangements for future ad- ig 
ditions to the building in view of the ¢ 
city’s rapid growth.
